Most States Do n’t Compensate 
Persons Wrongfully Imprisoned

“ I’m innocent!” “ I didn’t 
c o m m i t any c r i m e ! ” 
“You ’ve got the w r o n g 
gu y!” 
Those phrases, or simi­ 
lar ones, are an old and 
familiar refrain to police, 
attorneys, ju dges and pri­ 
son officials. 
These peo ple and the pub­ 
lic in general “ kno w” law- 
b r e a k e r s tell ev ery o ne 
they ’re inno cent. It’s a well- 
used subject in co mics and 
.mo v ies. 
And as one prison offi­ 
cial r e m a r k e d of his 
charges: “There aren’t any 
gu ilty men in there.” 
Bu t the plain and dem­ 
onstrable fact is that inno­ 
cent p e o p l e do some­ 
times go to prison. 
Men and wo men h a v e 
been arrested, tried, c o n- 
v icted and impriso ned fo r 
crimes they did no t co m­ 
mit and fo r crimes t h a t 
were nev er co mmitted. 
Sometimes they 
ha v e 
spent years and s o m e- 
times only weeks in prison

President Seeks Air 
Po llutio n Legislatio n 


‘There Is Much To Be Done^ 


Washington (UPI) — Pre.si- 
dent Johnson Monday asked 
Congress for legislation to 
wage a massive attack on air 
pollu tion. He said the battle 
will be lo.st in 10 years if 
more isn’t done now. 
In a lengthy me.ssage to the 
Hou se and Senate, Johnson 
s a i d the situ ation is so se­ 
riou s the federal government 
shou ld move in to establish 
pollu tion controls where lo­ 
cal and state governments 
fail to act to restrict emis­ 
sions by indu stries contribu t­ 
ing heavily to air pollu tion. 
“ There is much to be do ne.” 
the ¡’resident said, “ and we 
are lo sing gro und. The air 
and water gro w heav ier with 
the debris o f o ur spectacular 
civ ilizatio n. The do main o f na­ 
ture shrinks befo re the de­ 
mands o f co mmerce.” 
He said some progress had 
been made u nder anti-pol­ 
lu tion laws passed since 1963, 
“yet the pollu tion problem is 
getting worse.” 
“We are not even control­ 
ling today’s level of pollu tion. 
Ten years from now, when 
indu strial 
produ ction 
a n d 
waste disposal have increased 
and the nu mber of au tomo­ 
biles on ou r streets and high­ 
ways exceeds 110 million, we 
shall have lost the battle for 
clean air u nless we strengthen 
ou r regu latory and research 
efforts now.” 
Mo re Pro po sals 
The message also inclu ded 
proposals to: 
—Improve highway safety. 
—A d v a n c e beau tification 
along roads by u sing fu nds 
set aside from the excise 
tax on new cars. 
—Tighten anti-water pollu ­ 
tion measu res. 
—Establish 
new 
national 
parks and wilderness areas. 
B u t Jo hnso n’s emphasis 
clearly was o n air po Uutio n. 
He po inted o ut that dirty air 
aggrav ates such respirato ry 
pro blems as asthma, bro n­ 
chitis, lung disease and emphy ­ 
sema. 
To deal with the situ ation, 
Johnson asked for a broad 
piece of legislation u nder the 
title of Air Qu ality Act of 
1967.

These people have l>een expected for many 
y^ears to pay what amounts to a sjiecial tax 
^ the privilege of working for vt\e state and 
its x-’arious agencies and sub divisitwis. 'ITie 
“tax” has taken tlie form of withlwlding a 
sub stantial part of the salaries and wages tlvat 
are regularly paid for similar work b y pri- 
vaite b usinesses and, indeed, b y other* state 
governments. 
'Hie “tax” has always b een unpredictab le, 
^scnminatory, and regressive, thus comb in­ 
ing in oiw package most of the b ad features 
of taxation. It falls with special force on the 
lowest-paid pub lic emplov es, whose take-home 
pay in Neb raska is sub standard and in manx- 
instances grossly so. 
It IS entireiy logical to describ e the dif- 
f^entiaj as an income tax on pub lic enploy- 
ment. Tiie rate certainly runs to 20‘r or more 
for a majority of state job s, in general, the

We Sho uld Sta y in Vietna m 


Washington—The U.S. government is exer­ 
cising far more than simply military restraint 
in Vietnam, and a delicate b ut insistent ques­ 
tion arises as to how much longer Washing­ 
ton should forego the most powerful and con­ 
clusive of all justifications for 
our posture there. 
For the United States is 
not merely restricting mili­ 
tary action against the Com­ 
munist invaders of South Viet­ 
nam in the face of unb roken 
attacks from the North and 
ceaseless howls from foreign 
and’ home-grown peaceniks. 
What is n o t generally 
WWte 
known is that the United States is with un­ 
exampled patience accepting uninformed criti­ 
cism of our position in Vietnam, notab ly from 
some European allies, which could b e quite 
destroyed to logical minds if this government 
opened a real propaganda of truth as to why 
we must stay there. 


In truth, the rock-b ottom ob ligathm laid 
upon us b y history is incomparab ly b igger 
than the immediate ob ligation to rescue a 
small part of the free world’s lodgment in 
Asia. It is the supreme necessity not to allow 
the Chinese version of Communist expansion­ 
ism to prevail and so overturn all Southeast 
Asia. 
• 
• 
* 
.And it is this supreme argument for our 
policy which this government is delib erately 
playing down ab road in a spirit of self-sacri­ 
ficing responsib ility. Washington speaks only 
softly of the giant, ultimate reason for our 
position in Vietnam lest a wide trumpeting 
of that reason should inflame the Red (Sinese 
to join far more the assault of their North 
Vietnamese stooges upon South Vietnam. 
But, ironically, this comparative silence 
causes the United States to take a b eating 
from critics which it need not take. For these 
critics—that is, the kinds of minds ab road 
which are still open to some reason—could 
hardly continue to b ite at us in the face of 
the whole story. 
In the ab sence of a drumming out of that 
story, they are ab le to b elieve that the war is 
essentially.local and not in fact a transcen­ 
dent test of the whole doctrine of collective 
security against Communist aggression. They 
are ab le to see it. in short, rather as the neu­ 
tralists and isolationists and half a lifetime 
ago saw Hitler’s early moves upon little dots 
of land like Danzig as only parochial threats 
without general peril. 
• 
It required years of agony and thousands 


of lives needlessly lost for many to see how 
•illy was the slogan-question of the isolation­ 
ists: “Who wants to die for Danzig?” Similar­ 
ly, years of agony have not shown to some 
of our critics, and again notab ly in Europe, 
the puerility of today’s equivalent slogan-ques­ 
tion: “Who wants to die for Saigon?’*

Put the hard kernel of the reality flatly 
b efore thoughtful Europeans and few could 
continue to give room to the facile notion that, 
after all, the war in Vietnam isn’t really nee- 
essary. 
For this country’s persistent gallantry— 
and gallant is truly the word for it—and its 
high sense of responsib ility in its deep national 
sacrifice is unique in all the long story of the 
fight against totalitarianism. 
To b e sure, there are strong reasons why the 
United States should hesitate to make its over­ 
whelming defense in Vietnam. But, again, in 
common fairness, the question must arise: 
How long should the United States have to 
carry this frightful b urden without help or 
even understanding from some of its Euro­ 
pean as« ociates?

The first stop was at Carrao, a diamond 
mining town. Judy’s notes: “They give dia­ 
monds away like chocolate candy.

A teenager unscrewed a Vicks 
Vap-O-Rub tub e and sold two diamonds for 
$8.”

May Be Only Chance

least three cases of inno­ 
cent men being imprisoned 
at Lincoln, and neighboring 
states have had such in­ 
stances, too. 
Innocent men have gone 
to prison as the result of 
confessions i n d u c e d by 
by “ third degree” met h­ 
ods employed by police, 
perjured testimony, m i s- 
taken identity and circum­ 
stantial evidence indicating 
a person's guilt. 
Others have p l e a d e d 
guilty to crimes for such 
reasons as to gain publicity 
or to put themselves “ out 
of circulation” for a while, 
either to avoid prosecution 
in other states or to side­ 
step various problems. 
Innocent Man Freed 
Ju.st two weeks ago a 
brief news item from Penn­ 
sylvania stated that Ed­ 
ward J. McIntyre, 23, had 
been released from prison 
as the result of another 
man’s confession to the 
I960 slaying of a night 
watchman in a Pittsburgh, 
J*a., tavern. 
The fact that innocent 
men are sometimes impris­ 
oned has long been recog­ 
nized, even if it isn’t one 
of the most publicized topics 
of discussion. 
The states of California 
and Wisconsin took note 64 
years ago that such injus­ 
tices will sometimes occur 
by passing laws providing 
monetary compensation for 
the innocent. In 1965, Tex­ 
as passed similar legisla­ 
tion. 
Eight states and the fed­ 
eral government now have 
such laws, Nebraska does 
net. 
The general proposition 
behind such legislation is 
that when a state makes a 
mistake, it should be liable 
to damages, just as an in­ 
dividual is liable through 
civil court action. 
Some people contend the 
state has a “ moral obliga­ 
tion” to compensate people 
wrongfully convicted of 
crimes. 
The nine different laws 
in this area are not uni­ 
form. They reflect not only 
differing opinions on t h e 
merits of compensation, but 
also difficulties inherent in 
attempting to legislate com­ 
pensation to the innocent. 
Law Sets Limits 
The law in North Caro­ 
lina limits compensation to 
monetary loss sustained as 


the result of wrongful im­ 
prisonment, with maximum 
payments of $,500 for each 
year served and total pay­ 
ment not to exceed $5,000. 
New York law, however, 
sets no limit on compensa­ 
tion. It allows reimburse­ 
ment for monetary loss, 
plus damages for such in­ 
tangibles as “ mental s u f- 
fering.” 
The Texas law limits re­ 
covery to the innocent who 
pleaded “ not guilty,” while 
the federal law limits re­ 
covery simply to those who 
have had their convictions 
set aside or were pardoned 
because they were inno­ 
cent, regardless of how 
they pleaded to the al­ 
leged crime. 
In states without laws 
providing compensation for 
those wrongfully convicted, 
the only chance an individ­ 
ual has to recover from the 
state is to appeal directly 
to the state legislature. 
This has been done In 
several states, including 
Nebraska, and s e v e r a l 
times the legislatures have 
appropriated money for the 
individuals. 
In 1933, the Nebraska 
Legislature awarded $2,500 
to a Superior man who 
spent almost two years in 
prison for a bank robbery 
he did not commit.
